Covernnent-orned 
vehicles, Y am providing you, herewith, our requiremonts, 
The tetal nunber ef vehicles necded at this time is 159. 

The attachuent indicates the priority and locations in which 
we wish to have the vehicles assigted. ; 


We expect that the transition fro the use of private 
sutopobiles for efficial purnoses to U. S. Government 
vehicles will assure that our employees are able to obtain 
gasoline during tines of shortages to do their jobs, and we 
believe such a progran Kill te cest offective to the Agency 
-and the U. S. Covernnent. 


Assunines that each vehicle will be cperated approxi- 
mately 15,000 niles per year, reimbursement fer equivalent 
usage of a POY eat the current POV mileage reisbursorent 
rate of .12S5 woutd cest the YU. S. Government £2,775 per ysar. 
Tne annual cost of sg GSA-leased vohicle hesec on current 
rates of $59 ner month, plus £.065 per mile, would run 
£3,938. The resnultent savinzs to the UL S. Government per 
vehicle tre $249. Yurther, since the new leased vehicles, 
in accordence with fecera] standards, would be nore Fuel- 
efficient, averaring st least 28 miles per sallon of gas, 
we would exsect a considerable savings in pasoline 
consum:ticn. Assucting that sany Individuals still operste 
POV'’s which averege no more than 16 riles per gallon of 
gosoline, a POV operated 15,0979 niles will consume 9338 
gallons of gasoline. Gasoline consumption of the CSA-leased

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vehicle should be approximately 600 gallons, a savings of 
338 gallons per vehicle... Annual savings can be projected at 
$223,560 cond 63,742 salions of grsoline - 30 percent and 

36 percent réstectively. I balieve these estimates are on 
"Tt" Conssrvative side, and we Can expect even freater 
savings. 


The Acency is prepered to reimburse GSA for the lease 
cost of the vehicles consistent with the established GSA 
rates. The reimbursenent will be effected in accordance 
with the procedures being ceveloped between our two staffs. 
As you know, some of the Billing Office Account Codes (BOAC) 
have Leen established and are being used to reimburse 
for the vehicles which you were kind enough to make 
available to us during the recent fuel crisis. 


The individuals to whom these vehicles will be assigned 
will be documented as U. S. Government enployees consistent 
with the requirements of this Asency. You may be assured 
that all of the vehicles will be used for conductine official 
fovernment husiness. In some instances it will be necessary 
for the vehicles to be driven to and from the exployee's 
hone. Such practices will be approved by the Agency when 
deemed appropriata. 


Request that your office take ection to lease those 


ar: yehicles. The lease arranzement at the present time seens 
ae to be the most feasible if we sre to institute this program 
~ relatively soon. The vehicles will be put to use just as 
Bc soon as they can be made available. In the future, if CSA 
vt : :
